to draw attention to the large amount 


of money involved in the grant to in- 
dusirial schools for Indians in the 
Territories. I thought it was only 
right that, in‘so far as I was acquaint. 
ed with these schools, I should give 
my views and such information as I 
had in regard to them. The conclu- 
sion I had come to and which, I be- 
lieve, is very largely shared through- 
out. the Territories, is that the large 
expenditure, however good may have 
been ‘the intention in regard to it, and 
however well it may have been ad- 
ministered, certainly has not been 
justified by results. That the im- 
provement in the condition of the 
Indians generally, or in the condition 
of the Indians who attend these 
schools, has not been such as to war- 
rant the very large expenditure of 
public funds that is made upon them 
from year to year. This is a state- 
ment which I wish to repeat to the 
committee to-night,I do not wish that 
there should be any breach of faith 
with the Indians, or with anybody ; I 
do not wish that there should be any 
drawing back of the charity or good- 
will that may have been expressed to 
the Indians, but, I think it is only 
right if a certain result which lias 
been attempted to be achieved has not 
been achieved, that the statement 
should be made. I have nothing to 
sty against the motive in the estab 
lishment of these schools; I have 
nothing to say against the manage- 
ment of them, either by those who 
d:rectly manage them, that is*to say 
the different churches, or the officials 
of the government. I believe that 
all is done with the very best of in- 
tentions, but I say that, as a matter 
of fact, the result desired to be 
achieved, has not been achieved. A 
sufficient time has elapsed since the 
experiment was started for results to 
be attained, and if results have not 
been attained, and I say certainly 
they have not, then it is time for 
parliament to consider whether this 
is a proper expenditure or not. I say 
to the committee that not only have 
results not been achieved, but that in 
the nature of things, results cannot 
be achieved when the fact is that 
when you take the white man’s money 
to educate the Indian’s child, and to 
compete with the white men, you are 
doing an injustice to the white man if 
you sueceed ; and when you take the 
white man’s money to educate the 
Indian’s child to compete with the 
white man, and fail, you are wasting 
the white man’s money and you are 
doing the ‘Iidian no good: You can 
have it either ‘way and whichever way 
you take it you are doing wrong. I 
say that asa matter of fact, you have 
taken the~ white man’s money to 
make the Indian a white man, and 
you have utterly failed. An Indian 
who has passed through an industrial 
school, is an Indian still, but he is not 
as good an Indian as before he went 
in. I do not say that he is not as 
good morally, or religiously, or educa- 
tionally, but he is not as good, con- 
sidered as a self-supporting person, as 
he was before he went in. The fact 
is, when you put an Indian into an 
industrial school you teach him the 
white man’s trade, and the white 
man’s idea, but unless you can on top 
of that give him the white man’s 
ability and desire to exercise these 
ideas so as to be a self-supporting and 
self-respecting citizen, you have thrown 
your money away. That is something 
you cannot educate into the Indian 
any more than you can educate it into 
the white man. What the Indian 
wants is the self-supporting idea, the 
idea of independence; not only the 
ability to support himself, but the 
desire tosupport himself. Now, Mr. 
Chairman, the Indian can support 
himself as a pioneer, as a freighter, as 
a voyager, as a hunter, possibly as a 
herder of cattle, and possibly as a 
farmer ona small scale. There is no 
question but that he can support him- 
self in any of these lines if the circum- 
stances surrounding him compel or 
allow himto do so, But the Indian 
cannot support himself as a tailor, as 
a shoemaker, as a blacksmith, as a 
carpenter, in competition with the 
white men in those trades surrouding 
him. It is not because he cannot 
make a horseshoe, or put it on as well 
as a whiteman ; it is not because he 
cannot do carpenter work as well as a 
white man; but it is because he has

On Monday the 
entire day was spent in committee 
discussing the estimates to establish 
illustration stations throughout the 
country, to demonstrate to the farm- 
ers the advantage of growing certain 
grains. The idea is to have farm- 
ers here and there set aside one or 
two acres for the purpose of illustrat- 
ing for the benefit of the neighbor- 
hood the advantages of one cereal 
over another. The seed is supplied 
by the government, the work done 
gratis by the farmers and the pro- 
duct given to them. The proposal met 
with vigorous opposition, principally 
from liberals like John McMillan, 
and the result was that after an all 
day debate, the minister asked the 
item to stand. 

Prorogation is now talked of for 
some day next week. 

There is much talk of a general 
election off coming this fall,a!though it 
seems confined to tory papers and 
tory members. It is hinted, how- 
ever, in some quarters, that Tarte 
favors early dissolution. It is diffi- 
cult to see what the government could 
gain by an election this year, as good 
times are sure to continue. 


The postmaster-general, on Mon- 
day morning, proposed that the 
house proceed into committee on the 
question of providing for Canada’s as- 
suming five-eigthteenths of the cost 
of a cable between this country and 
Australia. The question, he thought, 
was one on which there was no dif- 
ference of opinion. Lord Kelvin had 
calculated the cost in round figures 
at £1,492.000. Since then the in- 
crease in cost of material had 
brought the cost to £1,592,000. The 
plan contemplates that the cost be 
divided in a proportion of five-eigh- 
teenths each for Britain and Canada, 
and two-eighteenths each for New 
Zealand, New South Wales, Queens- 
land and Victoria. In committee he 
would propose an amendment that 
representation should be givenon a 
basis of two members for Canada, 
and three each for Britain and the 
Australasian colonies. Sir Sanford 
Fleming had calculated the cable 
would earn, with due allowance for 
Asiatic business the first year in 
operation 1902, £114,157: 1903, 
£153,031; 1904, £197,375 and in 
1905,£249,144. From these figures 
the proposition had no financial ter- 
rors for Canada, but would commend 
itself to favor in this country. Tupper 
congratulated the government and the 
postmaster-general upon this move. 
John Charlton spoke of the desira- 
bility of opening up the Hudson Bay 
route, the Yukon and the Ottawa Val- 
ley ship canal and questioned if these 
did not promise better returns than 
the cable proposition. Besides the 
United States would have a Pacific 
cable built shortly, cutting into the 
Canadian scheme. On the following 
day the question was put through its 
final stages and sent up to the senate.

HIDES AND BRANDS. 


In the hearing of a recent case of 
cattle stealing here it came out that 
some local butchers and cattle dealers 
did not even know of the existence of 
an ordinance respecting the marking 
and inspection of stock. In view of 
this fact a little information on the 
subject may prevent parties interested 
from committing an innocent, though 
possibly costly, contravention of the 
ordinance. Section 20 of the brand 
ordinance reads : 

Every butcher engaged in slaughter- 
ing cattle shall keep a record of all 
cattle so slaughtered, naming therein 
the person from whom he purchased, 
his place of residence, and the age, 
sex, brands (if any) and marks of all 
such cattle, which record shail be open 
at all times to the inspection of the 
public. 

Every butcher slaughtering cattle 
shall keep the hides of such cattle at 
his place of slaughtering for a period 
of not less than seven days; and such 
hides shall be open to the inspection 
of the public, and no hide shall be 
sold or disposed of it any manner until 
an inspection of such hide and a record 
of the brands thereon has been made 
by an inspector of stock, who shall 
thereafter punch the hide and 
furnish a certificate of such  in- 
spection and record. 

Every person other than a butcher 
who slaughters any cattle for beef shall 
exhibit the hide of such animal at the 
time and place the beef is offered for 
sale, and before such beef is offered 
for sale the hice shall be punched and 
a record of the brands (if any) there- 
on made by an inspector of stock. 

Persons other than butchers slaugh- 
tering cattle for home consumption 
shall keep the hide of the animal so 
killed for 60 days subject to the inspec- 
tion of the public. 

Any person disobeying or contra- 
vening any of these provisions shall be 
liable to a fine of $100.

t IMMIGRATION. 


Northwest for the past six months, 


_| Commissioner McCreary informed a 


Free Press representative that the 
influx of foreigners had been larger 
than in any corresponding period dur- 
ing the past four or five years. The 
bulk ot the foreign immigration con- 
sisted of Doukhobors, of which there 
are now 7,500 in the country and 
Galicians. Of the later 6,000 have come 
into Western Canada since J anuary 
last. British and Scotch immigration 
has been greatly in advance of previous 
years, and also immigration from 
America, though the bulk of immigrat- 
ion from the United States for this 
year is expected this fall. 

If the present crop be harvested 
safely, Mr. McCreary has advices 
which indicate that abeut 4,000 or 
5,000 American farmers from Iowa, 
Missouri, Kansas, the Dakotas and 
other states will cross to Canadian 
soil. 

GOLD AT FORT SMITH. 

W. Connor, trader of Fort Smith, 
who came up the river Wednesday, 
brings word of the fiuding near Smith 
of what promises to be a valuable 
mineral deposit. The spot is situated 
about twelve miles from Smith in a 
direct line but the journey to it 
occupies three days as a very round- 
about road has to be taken, on account 
of mnskegs. The first knowledge the 
traders at Smith had of the miines was 
through specimens brought in by In- 
dians. The natives were continually 
bringing in smail samples of rock 
which they thought might be valuable, 
and one day brought in a piece of soft 
slate in which the gold was plainly 
discernable with the naked eye. The 
trader’s interest was aroused and they 
visited the spot and staked claims. 
Shortly after E. Nagle, of Resolution, 
came up from Great Slave lake to meet 
his boats and told of the striking by 
the McKinlay Barren Lands prospect- 
ing and developement party of rich 
gold claims in slate formation exactly 
similar to that at Smith. There was 
much interest aroused at the lake over 
the new find which was as rich as the 
claims previously staked by the com- 
pany, and more valuable on account of 
it being inore easily mined. The find 
at Great Slave was on an island in the 
lake. Mr. Connor left Smith on the 
17th June and met Dr. Bell and his 
geological survey party about a day be- 
low McMurray. Dr. Bell will lay over 
at Smith and assay samples of the ore 
from the claims there. 

The members of the McLean party 
(Yukon Valley Prospecting Co.,) and 
the Ransom party were met on the 
23rd June, 23 miles this side of Lake 
Athabasca. All well and travelling 
together. All the boats were being 
towed by the Ransom party’s launch 
and they would arrive at Smith port- 
age on the 25th. 

The steamer “Sparrow”, which was 
hung up at the rapids all winter got 
safely over as Mr. Connor came up. 


Regarding the probability of build- 
ing 2 railroad into the Yukon, Presid- 
ent Shaughnessy of the C. P. R. gave 
the following highly indefinate infor- 
mation to the St. Paul Pioneer Press : 
“Tf the Klondike turns out. well, if it 
is anything like the go'd country that 
many reasonable men claim it is, a rail- 
road will be built—and the Canadian 
| Pacific will probably have a finger in 
the pie.”
